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A LAWS FATE AT STAKE. 


C o u n tie s, June 13.—The three cases 
of the Adams Express company, the 
American Express company aud the 
U nited States E x p re s s company against 
the state of Ohio have b e e n argued in 
the supreme court. 
The case® came up 
on error from the circuit court of F rank­ 
lin county, anil were brought to test the 
constitutionality of the law passed May 
14, 1*94, im posing an e x c ise tax on ex­ 
press compania*. 
The court of common pleas and the 
circuit court of Franklin comity both 
sustained the law, aud the eases were 
earned to the supreme court for the 
purpose of reversing decisions of the 
lower courts 
„ . 
The questions involved are, first, the 
constitutionality of toe act; second, 
whether the excise aet could Is* charged 
and collected for til*- year 1894, the act 
having been passed May 14, 1894; third, 
the proper construction of the act w’ith 
respect to ascertaining the gross re 
ceint# upon which the tax is to bt! cont* 
pated ; fourth, the legality of the action 
of the state board charged with the 
duty of ascertaining the gross receipts; 
tifth, was the penalty rightly assessed. 
Ramsey, Maxwell Ar Ramsey appeared 
for plaintiffs in error, and .1 K Rich­ 
ards aud Attorney General Monnctt for 
defendant in error. 
The decision in this case will settle 
the fate of the Goodale excise tax law .
